14* Fa.tima often crops up. One interpretation has it t._at our lady v/as really 
an UFP 9 and that toe spheres of light seen to "carry” her mvaiy v/crc roaily UFO 
. Tho sun miracle 9 teOj has all tho appearance of an UFO sighting. However, 
this only brings tho UFO problem into disrepute. Fatima has boon the subject 
of prolcr.god ecllesiastical investigation, v/ith judicial exardnation of witft 
nesses, especially too children. Tho Church decided that tho .socount of our 
Lady^’s appearance to too children could be believed on thoir tostimnony, sup¬ 
ported by tho undeniably g#od witnesses and good results of the devotion shown 
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at Fatimas results both ordinary and extraordinary. Faith is reanimated. Mira-- 
cles have taken place. To say the children naturally tock it that the Lady w\vas 
cur Lady Mary because of thedr baclc.vard peasant ignorance, is floutingthe facts, 
and therefor doesn’t merit attention., except for the reason hinted at above, 
namely the good name of UFO invetsigations! As it is, so many people, Ca,tho¬ 
lies , priests, are ready to voice their suspicions, their quite emotional re¬ 
buttal of anything to with ” flying saucers”, hith such a handle tis the re¬ 
marks of some ufologists on Fatima , td ..so critics would -ax eloquent in their 
indiganticn. n>^cd to give them comfort . 

15« It is perfectly true . -at God makes use of natural realities when He is 
engaged in some extraoriinai^’’ enterprise for our good, but His bery special 
use of them vail constmtutc something woridcrful. So, theoretically, God could 
have as s igned some UFos to escort the blessed virgin at Fatima,b ut the facts 
arc against it. For oxamplo, while only the childoronsaw the Lady, nary saw 
associated phenomena, but with tlic varying degrees of detail. There was nothing 
like tho ordinary reports of UFOs, 'the sphere of light that ^vas associated with 
the lady’s comings and goings was just something under her fccct, on which sho 
so to spoak, glided away. Moreover^ , tho sun phonomona v/as scon very different¬ 
ly by various people, whole some , so it scorns , saw nothing much at.^all- all 
pf which ro or loss shov/s that tho phenomea were not nat ural, but specially 
dosigna . uO ratify tho Lady and what she had said. 

16 . I think it is illusory to expect some sort of marvellous revelation from 
the UFP. ijiything that would in any way alter tlio definite teaching of the C 
Church concerning God, man abd the v/orld’s destiny would instantly betray it¬ 
self as phoney. It would bo quite wrong to expect anything in tho aroaof ideas 
that v;ould change tho Christian religion as professed by the Catholt Church 
since revelation as proclaimed in that coaching is conpletc and definitive. 
Obviously it is not complotoly approciatod by tho sons of the Church ; so 
thcro would be nothing against expecting tho UFP making truth, natural and 
Clrristian, stand out more in our. minds. But if they bcga.n to a,dd to tho teach¬ 
ing of the Lord, or v/orso still, go against it, or rank the Lord v/lth other 
great teachers, as just one among many, then we’d nood to be alert indeed. 

Hot that , Igicallyspcaking, tho extravaganza is tho realms of philosophy and 
religion that you meet with in, say, AdamsklSs friends, nullifies tho reality 
of those same friends. They could have been pulling ASlirrfcr^o's leg., they xhh 
could have just been wrong in their understanding of truth., look at the '\asri— 
cty of opinions on religion, philosophy ajid life in general, some ” Martians” 
could pick up from us characters bore on oarth! Ideas they get from us might 
go flatly against the truth, hut that would hot rule c it tho reality of the 
people holding those ideas: 

17* If* as some suggest, UFP don’t dare make themselves known to us because 
they suspect we would instinctively use violence against them, then surely 
here is a great opportunity for Christians to insist that an;i;’bo(ly met in the 
course of UFO sightings - or space travel - should be greeted and welccmod with 
the same reverence as w aro supposed to have towards our fellow men. arc 
all from the samo God, all meant toglorify Him together over more publicly, 
nobly and intelligently, and all meant to reach God, moving towards Him in a 
vast co-operative effort. 

18 Finally, space travel is entirely according to the v/ill of God kho has com¬ 
manded us :o increase and multiply and fill tho earth, acting it to our 

needs. - XII doclarod that the ”carth” hero includv:.'. tho whole universe

The Phone of H.Q. was flooded v/ith calls of observers , v/ho all had soon 
an object or objects in some cases in tho night sky. several nights following# 
The descrintions all tallied vath each other , and coming from various bantago 
points r.' and the city gave a very good chnace for gicd ...Auation of them.

Philip Johnson, working a hulldozer at night to avoid the heat, had paused for 
a midnight snack, when ho first saw the bright light . 

** The light was too big for a falling star. It slov/od dovm and dropped closer 
to Garth and then stopped. 

" It seemd to have a string of reddish lights behind it, and these went out 
when it stopped , but the white light stayed on . 

” I got as far from it as I could on the dozer, because I v;as abit scared, I 
didn’t know what it was. 

” The light seemd to go behind a hill, so I turned the dozer lights out, and 
sajS, domi to eat my snack . 

" ’*‘he I saw the light come slowly up over the hill . It seemed to ft^cus on me. 
”Ii gotbrightor and brighter, like a welding light until I couldn’t look at it 
any more. 

” When I looked dorm 1 seernd to be covered in some sort of moonlight glow, 
lighting me and the dozer all round me. 

” The moon had not come up. 

” I was really scared and I felt liike crawling under the dozer to hide.

Philip explained: " About a quarter to 12»I '/as coi.n.ag back to tov/n, because 
I had cut mu finger badly on the harro^ and it needed attention. 

" I was J^rroelling about 30 miles an hour when I caught siglit of the white light 
coning toward me from about a quater of a mile away . 

" It appeared veiy suddenly , and I got quite a fright . 

" I knew where it was and I thought it night bo the saucer, so I stopped the 
car and shefto the new torch in the direction , without getting out of the car. 

" At this time it was only about 100 yards away from-me j moving slowly,'pai'at- 
lol to the road. 

" I don't know what made me think this, but it seomd to bo deliberately low 
as if to avoid detection . 

" I!y torch lit it up qiite '.veil. It was at least 160 to l80 feet long, and 
about 6 to 8 feet high of shining metal . 

" It was t-avelling very slowly when I first shone the torch on it, and quite 
silently . 

" The lights wnnt out, there v/as a faint swish ai d it accelerated to about 

five miles an hour. 

" I kept shining the torch right along its length , because it stayed about 
100 yards away froki mo for quite some time. 

" I could sec two doors, many windows and what looked like a front wdndow or 
vdndscroon . 

" /iftor some time it gave another swish and the roar jet brightened quite a 
bit, and then it increased speed to about 15 miles an hour and slid beyond the 
roach of my torch beam and disappeared. 

" The whole thing lasted about 3 or 4 minutes. I think ,but it left mo quite 
shaken". 

Kenston reported tho new sighting to the police, and it became the centre of 
loc 1 heated speculation . 

" A lot of people were sceptical" Jirs Johnston said , " They thought it might 
be a hoax and they said so. 

" But a,lot of other people realised th t it was not a hoax, and quite a few 
caije forward and told Philip that they ..ad also seen tho lights and things, 
but they wore afraid to say anything about it for fear of being laughed at . 

" It took Philip to set it off ." 

The craft seen by Philip Johnston was not tho same as that recalled by Batty 
and Barney Hill under hypnosis. 

The Hills said they saw " an enormous-disc, like a huge pancake." Philip 
Johnston said he sav/ a long, fairly slender craft . 

However tho two " ships" had a groat deal in common. 

Both shone with a briliant white light, both moved silently and both wore lined 
up with windov/s. 

Johnston v/ho wrote down details of his experience immediately afterwards, could 
not have s'.;en the account of the Hills ordeal at that time. 

It had ■' ^ been published anywhere.
